Washington, Nov. 21— 


Harry F. Sinclair today laid aside 
the compulsory duties of phar- 
macist at the District of Colum- 
bia jail for the freedom and 
leisure of a multi-millionaire oil 
baron and proprietor of racing 
horses. 
His sentences for contempt of 


court and of the senate arising 
from the oil scanadls of the 
Harding 
administrtion 
were 


completed last night at midnight 
and a few minutes later he 
emerged from the jail, to be 
greeted by a few close friends 
and hasten at once to the May- 
flower hotel where Mrs. Sinclair 
awaited him. 
His plans were somewhat in- 


definite, but he expected to go 
first to New Jersey, where the 
stock f arm of the Rancocas sta- 
bles is located, and then to his 
Long Island home and New York 
office. 
The booming flash lights of 


newspaper, photographers hailed 
tiis emergence from the jail and 
reporters clustered about him 
anxious for a statement. 


The indictment against Will 


G. McVay, former resident of 
Rushvile, who has been held in a 
jail at Richmond for several 
weeks on a charge of embezzle- 
ment, has been quashed in the 
Wayne circuit court by Judge G. 
H. Hoelscher. Mr. McVay was 
released.

In this test, wish to say that these were well bred pigs, also wish to state 
here that in no report did we use any hogs sorted in any way, the entire 
bunch was used. 
We are giving you natural farm feeding- conditions 


and at no time will anything but plain facts be used as we .are not try- 
ing to mislead anyone but we are trying to contribute something that 
we think should be of great value to the hog raisers and feeders of this 
locality. 
If you have ever traded any with the Rush Service Bureau 


you are helping to pay the cost of getting this information to the public 
and if we can help only in a small way to reduce the cost of production 
of pork in this locality it will be worth many times the cost and effort 
that has been put forth to make possible this information we are giving 
you.

In this test some while after it had been started 9 pigs were lost on 
account of vaccination and no allowance was made for any feed they had 
consumed. 
The average original weight was deducted at the start and 


the number of pigs at the start reduced by nine. 
This would make 


some against this test but not very much, but during the time the 9 pigs 
were lost, many of the balance of these pigs were off for a period of 
about 3 weeks, many of them did not do much good. How much that 
might affect this test we do not attempt to say. You can be your own 
judge.

I was a vie- 
of political campaigns to elect 
Jionest Democrats by proving how 
dishonest Republicans -were. When 
I was assaulted in this worthy en- 
terprise the Republicans discreetly 
replied that guilt, if any.'was per- 
sonal. I was politically assailed 
but not politically defended. 


"The 
newspapers wept many 


tears over my defiianc.e of law and 
my 'uncbastened recalcitrance.'
